Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a tape transport apparatus comprising a tape 
running means and a tape driving means for driving the tape running means. The 
independent claims identify the feature of " the control means reducing an output 
supplied to the drive means by detecting a load applied to the tape or the drive means 
during the tape running in a fast forward running mode or rewinding mode ", or the 
feature of the " controller reducing an output voltage supplied to the drive motor when 
the rotation number detected by the detector being lower than a predetermined rotation 
number in a fast forward running mode or a rewinding running mode ". The closest prior 
art, Yoshino discloses a conventional relative velocity control device for magnetic 
recording/reproducing apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious.
